Iowa Governor Terry Branstad, Iowa Homeland Security and 
Emergency Management, and the National Weather Service have 
designated March 21 through March 25 as Severe Weather  
Awareness Week.    
 

Each day during Severe Weather Awareness Week, the National Weather Service in 
Des Moines will cover severe weather topics. Today’s topic is tornadoes. 
 

In 2015, there were 58 tornadoes in Iowa. 48 is the average number of tornadoes in 
the state. The peak months for tornadoes are May and June. Every month in Iowa has 
experienced a tornado. Most tornadoes occur during the afternoon and evening 
hours.  
 
Now is the time to plan and prepare for where you would go during a tornado at 
home, at work or school and while commuting.   Plans will vary based upon your 
unique circumstances.
